Chicago, June IO.- <U.U* — Gangland 
had aroused against it today every 
agency of the law city, state and fed­ 
eral— as search was 
made 
for 
the 
gangster slayer of Alfred L. Lingle, 
Chicago Tribune reporter, who was 
shot to death yesterday afternoon in a 
crowded subway. 
Rewards for information leading to 
the conviction of the slayer or slayers 
of the reporter, who worked 18 years 
for the Tribune covering the under­ 
world, totalled $40,000. Of this amount 
the Tribune offered $25,OOO, the Chi­ 
cago Evening Post $5,000 and the Chi­ 
cago Press Club $10,000. 
As many as six gangsters were be­ 
lieved to have participated in the m ur­ 
der. 
Witnesses told of seeing three 
men motioning at Lingle as he en­ 
tered the subway and three others 
near him when he was slain. 
Police admitted they were without 
a definite motive for the murder and 
the mystery of the slaying was fur­ 
ther complicated by the mystery that 
surrounded Lingle's life. 
Soon after he was shot a 
general 
roundup of possible suspects started 
and in the first drive Dominick Aiello, 
reputed sharpshooter of the notorious 
Aiello gang of alcohol cookers, was 
taken into custody. 
Two .45 calibre 
revolvers and a shotgun, all 
of 
the 
weapons loaded, were found 
In 
his 
apartment. 
The next arrested was John J.MBoas” 
McLaughlin, former member of the 
legislature, who was reported to have 
threatened Lingle because the reporter 
assertedly interferred in his attempts 
to open gambling resorts, according to 
Patrick Roche, chief of state’s attor­ 
ney's detectives. 
Lingle had lunched at the Sherman 
Hotel and was on his way to take a 
train for the Washington Park race 
track when he was shot down in a 
crowded subway near the Michigan 
lake front. 
His assailant, close behind him, fired 
a single bullet from a short-barreled 
.38 calibre revolver and the reporter 
fell forward, shot through the head. 
The slayer, of whom witnesses gave 
varying 
descriptions, 
jumped 
over 
Lingle's body, ran out of the tunnel 
and across Randolph street. 
As he hesitated a moment before 
he crossed over Michigan avenue, he 
was seen again by persons who wit 
nessed the murder and Traffic Police­ 
man Anthony Ruthy was drawn into 
the pursuit of the fugitive by their 
shout to "get that man." 
Ruthy, unaware that he 
was 
at­ 
tempting the capture of a murderer, 
withheld fire as he chased the slayer, 
who soon was lost on W abasha avenue 
a block away in a throng of pedes 
trians and shoppers. 
Two of the witnesses to the shooting 
positively identified Sam Hunt, Capone 
gangster, 
as 
the 
man 
who 
killed 
Lingle. 
The names of the witnesses 
were withheld. 
Lingle was known to have been ac­ 
quainted intimately with "Scarface Al" 
Capone, gang chieftain, and was one 
of the few men who Capone trusted. 
A score of witnesses 
were 
under 
subpoena today for the coroner’s In­ 
quest into Lingle's death. 
The gun used in the murder 
was 
turned over to Calvin Goddard, in the 
scientific crime detection bureau, 
in 
the hope that it would furnish a clue 
to the identity of the slayer. 
The 
numbers had been filed from the wea­ 
pon, It was discovered, and it bore no 
finger t prints, since the slayer wore 
silk gloves which later were found. 
Iangle, who was 38 years old, m ar­ 
ried and the father of two children, 
was widely known 
among 
Chicago 
newspapermen as "Jack."

CAROL ATTEMPTING TO ESTAB­ 
LISH STRONG GOVERNMENT 
AT BUCHAREST 
(By United Press) 
The proclamation of Carol II as 
king of Roumania on Sunday had re­ 
percussions throughout Europe today 
both in political circles and along the 
trail of the former exile's romances. 
While 
attempting 
to 
establish 
a 
strong and representative government 
at Bucharest, the newly created king 
also was forced to woo again his for­ 
mer wife, Princess Helen, who hesi­ 
tated to become reconciled and join 
him on the throne. 
At Paris, Madame 
Zlzi 
Lambrtno, 
whose marriage to Carol In 1918 was 
annuled, announced she would take 
her son to Roumania this summer to 
seek the king’s aid In educating him 
Meanwhile, Carol's sweetheart, 
Ma­ 
dame Magda Lupeacu, for whom he 
deserted the throne in 1925, was re­ 
ported without conArmation by Berlin 
sources to be preparing 
to 
go 
to 
Bucharest. 
The success of Carol in returning to 
his throne prompted Hungarian royal­ 
ists to speed up their plans for putting 
the young pretender, Otto, 
on 
the 
throne which has been vacant since 
his father, the Emperor Charles, abdi­ 
cated. 
They previously had been reported 
planning a move in November 
but 
talk in London of the possibility that 
Carol might attempt to unite Hungary 
with Roumania under a dual mon­ 
archy speeded their plans, it was said 
in Paris. 
In Bucharest, Carol acted 
to 
put 
down opposition to his regime but still 
faced the hostility of a strong faction 
of the liberal (actually conservative) 
party. 
The liberals have spilt completely 
over Carol's successful 
coup 
d’etat. 
Led by the fiery Vintila Bratianu, once 
premier, the nucleus of the party re­ 
affirmed Its opposition 
to 
Carol 
as 
king, and expelled George Bratianu, 
Vintila's nephew, for urging an ameli­ 
orated attitude towards Carol. 
Carol was king only a few hours be­ 
fore he began weeding out his oppon­ 
ents, beginning with 
G. 
Diamandy, 
Roumanian minister at Paris. 
Dia­ 
mandy was recalled because of 
his 
anti-Carolist attitude, and at the same 
time, according to an Exchange Tele­ 
g ra m dispatch from Bucharest, Carol 
ordered the prosecution of three liberal 
leaders, including Dr. G. Anghelescu, 
former minister of education, for at­ 
tacks against the king. 
Dowager Queen Mari**’* expression 
to the U n it e d Press in Berlin that she 
was “iov*»d" over her son's enthrone­ 
ment, v-*** *ntornreted as a shrewd de­ 
sire on her oar* to save what she can 
of her newer rather than risk a com- 
nieto oprnonat and nolitlcal defeat and 
hum*1l*tion when s h e returns to Buch­ 
arest the latter ««rt of this week.

Rather than face death by hanging 
as the result of his possible conviction 
of first degree murder. William Hanks, 
Mille Lacs lake reservation Indian, to­

guilty to a lesser charge as his trial 
opened in federal court. 
Hanks is charged with the murder 
of his wife, his Infant stepson and his 
wife’s aged grandfather March 30. Be­ 
cause the crime was committed on a 
federal reservation, Hanks is 
being 
tried under federal statutes which pro­ 
vide hanging as the extreme penalty 
for conviction of murder. 
Five women had already been pick­ 
ed on the jury to try Hanks as the 
court recessed. 
The Jury may recom­ 
mend a life sentence In preference to 
hanging. 
As the trial opened before Federal 
Judge Joseph W. Molyneaux of the 
district cuort. Hanks, through his a t­ 
torney, sought to plead guilty to a re­ 
duced charge. 
When Molyneaux refused to allow a 
plea of guilty to any smaller charge 
than second degree murder, the trial 
proceeded. 
Hilding Swanson, Brain­ 
erd, H anks’ attorney, argued 
for 
a 
lighter charge, but Molyneaux remain­ 
ed firm in his edict. 
The death penalty for murder has

TO ANNOUNCE HOW THEY 
WILL VOTE

ful republican senators swung

line for the Smoot-Hawley tariff bill 
today, putting the me®sure's fate di­ 
rectly up to Senators Reed and Grun­ 
dy, 
republicans, Pennsylvania, 
who 
have declined to announced how they 
will vote. 
Senators Capper, republican, Kan­ 
sas, and 
Cutting, 
republican, 
New 
Mexico, are the two who have made 
up their minds definitely to support 
the legislation. 
This leaves the administration lead­ 
ers a margin of one vote with Reed, 
Grundy and Senator King, democrat, 
Utah, still listed as undecldad. Reed 
said he may not make up his mind 
until just before the vote Is taken on 
Thursday or Friday. Grundy la away 
and has intimated through hts frianda 
here he may be absent without a.pair. 
During remoulding of the lines, tbs 
following developments were noted: 
1. Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
leader of the coalition opposition 
to 
the measure, declared he would not 
consent to fixing a time for a Anal 
vote by agreement, although he ex­ 
pected the vote would be reached Fri­ 
day. 
2. Senator 
Robinson, 
democratic 
floor leader, denied charges that suffi­ 
cient democratic votes would be given 
to the republicans to pass the bill. "No 
democratic vote that I am able to In­ 
fluence will be caat for this measure,” 
Robinson said. 
3. Doubts about the 
position 
of 
Senator Metcalf, republican, Rhode 
(aland, were set at rest when Mstoalf 
told the United Press he would vote 
for the bill, believing 
It 
contained 
some Improvements over the present 
law. 
4. 
An influential cabinet member 
was reported in senatorial circles to 
have misgivings about the legislation, 
though not Intending to oppose It® 
signature by President Hoover, It was 
said. 
Reed and Grundy are believed 
to 
have about the same Ideas on the sub­ 
ject as this cabinet member. 
It la 
said they do not believe the bill will 
do much good and think It may, per­ 
haps, do some harm, but consider It 
better to pans It and get It out of the 
way than to defeat the present con­ 
ference report and keep the matter 
hanging fire. 
The op|M>sitlon leaders generally pre­ 
dict the bill will pass, because they 
believe Reed, at least, will eventually 
support it. 
Despite this situation, the coalition­ 
ists have not given up hope. That la 
one of the reasons they are refusing 
to Ax a definite time to vote. 
Some­ 
thing may occur, they think, In the 
meanwhile to upset the calculations 
upon which the 
republican 
leaders 
now are basing their predictions of 
favorable action on the legislation. 
The house, having disposed of most 
of the important legislation before It, 
took up calendar bills. 
The controversy between the senate 
opponents of the London naval treaty 
and the administration assumed new 
proportions today as Senator Robin­ 
son, republican, Tndiana, prepared 
a 
resolution protesting President Hoov­ 
er's refusal to give the committee cer­ 
tain secret exchanges between Wash­ 
ington and London. 
The committee 
was called in executive session today 
and Robinson planned to offer his 
resolution for a vote. 
Hearings on the alleged sale of Im­ 
pure ergot were scheduled to continue 
today before the senate agriculture 
committee, while the finance commit­ 
tee prepared to consider veterans’ leg­ 
islation.

Education Vtgcd an Accident Preventive 


T h e importance of education in traffic control and accident 
prevent ion is emphasized in the official report of the third National 
Conference on Street and Highway Safety, held la.st month in 
W ashington. A summary of this portion of the report is contained 
in a bulletin received this Week by The Dispatch from the High­ 
way department. 
“ In view of the fact that collisions of motor vehicles with 
liedestrian.s amount to more than 50 per cent of the total number 
of fatal traffic accidents, the education and regulation of pedes­ 
trians as well as drivers should be given greater attention than at 
present,” says the report. “Pedestrians and motorists should bear 
a considerate attitude each to the other.” 
“ Public schools throughout the country have organized ad­ 
mirable courses for specific safety education. The interest of school 
children has been aroused further through a national essay con­ 
test conducted annually. These safety educational activities have 
shown their ability to awaken public consciousness of the char­ 
acter of the accident problem and of means of avoiding hazards. 
These effects have been particularly noteworthy among children 
of school age, among whom the accident rate has actually de­ 
creased during the period of general national increase.” 
Although fatalities am ong children Under 15 have shown a 
decrease, beginning in 1928, the number is so large that the mat­ 
ter should have the serious consideration of school authorities in 
every community, says the report, with a view to augmenting in­ 
struction in safety methods and accident prevention in the schools. 
School authorities should join with police officials iii providing 
for the safety of children, and compelling compliance with traffic 
regulations in the vicinity of school buildings. 
Education in safety and accident prevention should be in­ 
cluded in the curricula of all elementary schools, public and pri­ 
vate, parochial schools, night schools, vocational schools, citizen­ 
ship schools, and schools for non-English «|>eaking adults, the re­ 
port urges. It should be supplemented by contests, organized play­ 
ground training, school safety patrols, boy and girl scouts and 
junior safety organizations. More ad valued training in safety and 
traffic manners should be developed in secondary schools, normal 
schools, schools for playground supervisors, engineering schools 
and universities. 
Building sidewalks or paths wherever there is considerable 
foot traffic is recommended. Where there are no sidewalks, walk­ 
ing on the left side should be encouraged, but should not lie re­ 
quired by law. In congested areas pedestrians should be urged or 
required to keep on the sidewalk or within the boundaries of 
safety zones or cross walks ami to obey the traffic rules and regu­ 
lations.

G a n g l a n d s challenge in Chicago has linen taken up by flu* 
Chicago Tribune and that paper has a reputation for doing things. 
The shooting of its star crime reporter in a crowded public 
place has shocked all Chicago and has incurred the just wrath of 
all citizens who have the honor and prestige of the city at heart. 
The cold blooded slaying of Al Lingle was not flu* work of 
one man, though of course one man flirted the shot, but it involved 
the machinations of a group whose plotting resulted in the shoot­ 
ing. 
It has probably remained for Chicago to have a crime like 
this bring home to it the utter heartlessness and depravity of 
gangland. A parallel exists in the Alaska of the old days when 
Skagway was infested by a band of grafters and criminals. Soapy 
Smith and his gang knew all the elements of racketeering although 
at that time such operations had not gained the modern name for 
the work carried on. The end came when tin* head of the Alaskan 
gang sought to “shoot it out” with the Skagway town marshal 
and the latter gave up his life in defense of his duties. Then the 
citizens, inflamed by tin* marshal’s example, drove the band from 
town and restored civic virtue. 
In the same way, Lingle*# death will serve to rally the civic 
forces of Chicago and gang rule will be obliterated. Caugsters 
will be driven from their haunts and the city thoroughly cleaned. 
In this process, though, it behooves other cities to guard their 
frontiers and to see that the Chicago riftratf does not seek refuge 
in other towns, thus in effect transferring its crime operations 
and center from ope city to another. 
Newspapers all over the land will tend cooperation to track 
down the criminals who shot and killed Lingle.

Carl W right, m em ber of the B rain ­ 
erd P a rk Board for the past eight 
years, has tendered his resignation lo 
M ayor F rank E. Little. 
Mr. W right explained to the Dis­ 
patch that he tendered his resignation 
that he m ight secure Option to pur­ 
chase land from Mrs. A. A. W hite for 
the construction of tourist cottages 
near the Brainerd tourist cam p.

M ayor F ran k E. Little will present 
Mr. W right's resignation to the coun­ 
cil at its next regular m eeting and Is 
expected to place the nam e of a popu­ 
lar young Brainerd man as his suc­ 
cessor. 
The land which Mr. W right intends 
to purchase covers eight and three 
qu arters acres. 
Six cottages will be* 
placed on the property at the sum m it 
Of the hill from the Mississippi river 
and will extend to within a close dis­ 
tance from the N orthern S tates Power 
Co. gas plant. 
The land will include 
the road now leading to the tourist 
cam p but as Mr. W right announced 
yesterday afternoon to the Dispatch he 
will not restrict 
travel through his 
property. 
The only other entrance to 
the cam p would he by way of Third 
street to the R iver street to W at',r 
street. 
A sim ilar plan of operation of cot­
